Tnu rebels certainly seem to be getting the best of it 
across the river, and instead of our armies keeping the 
Fourth of July at Richmond, it looks a good deal as if 
Beauregard and mad-cap Wise would take a Pourth-of- 
July dinner at Arlington House, not to mention General 
Leo who owns the house. It is to be supposed that 
General Scott knows what be is about, and that every¬ 
thing will come out just right in the end, like all the 
fairy tales. But to us, poor mortals, who haven’t served 
an apprenticeship to the trade of war, things look 
queerly. A man from a little way down the Potomac 
writes as follows to a gentleman in Washington. Does 
he not state the facts with some degree of force ? He 
says: 

“ It is very apparent to those who are acquainted 
with the Potomac, Rappahannock and York rivers, and 
other points on the Chesapeake, that the Southern 
forces, led by experienced resigned engineers and naval 
officers, are preparing batteries at various places on 
those rivers, which, before-we are aware, will totally 
close their navigation—that of the Potomac in particu¬ 
lar. Thus far, they have had all the opportunities they 
could desire for the purpose, and are availing them¬ 
selves of them, no doubt, most effectively. The United 
States, meanwhile, are doing—what? Sending a little 
cockboat, or a miserable shell of a river steamboat, to 
pop a few guns at them—getting the boats well pep¬ 
pered, and the men killed. Can nothing more be done 
to keep open the river hy which the seat of govern¬ 
ment gets its supplies from Baltimore and beyond the 
Capes ? Before long, when the absolute necessity of 
vigorous action becomes apparent, every available 
point of defense will be so well guarded that a large 
army will be requisite to remove, with immense blood¬ 
shed and loss, what might easily be prevented. I confess 
my ignorance of military matters, but these are the 
views 1 humbly submit.” 

The leaders of the rebels seem to strike quickly, and 
We are all the time following their movements. They do 
retreat from certain places, but at the same time seem 
to be advancing towards Washington, or at least 
choosing their! place for defence. 

There is no fcse in attempting to deny that the rebels 
have a great deal of military talent among their leaders 
—more, probably, than we have at the head of our 
troops. But talented officers cannot overcome great 
disparity in force and means. The contest must eventu¬ 
ally show the weakness of a Confederacy or Rebellion 
which rests upon human slavery as its corner-stone. 

There are more slaves in our camps than most people 
imagine. The soldiers generally take to the poor fellows 
when they offer themselves, and set them quietly at 
work upon pay within the camp lines. A friend, who 
has just made the tour of the camps in and around 
Washington, tells me that he was very much surprised 
to see such numbers'of fugitive slaves in them. When 
these regiments return to the North, they will take a 
great many slaves along with them to a land of free¬ 
dom. They will appear to be attached to the regiments, 
and it will be found impossible to prove them to be 
“ bound to service ” to anybody in Dixie’s Land, for the 
evidence will be lacking. 

There was an amusing occurrence on one of our 
principal streets a few days ago. A policeman under¬ 
took to arrest a negro in the vicinity of Colonel Cowden’s 
new Boston regiment, which had just arrived. The 
Boston boys interfered and rescued the colored man. 
Twenty policemen soon came upon the ground, and 
retook the colored man, when five times that number 
of Massachusetts men again took him from the legal 
Secession pimps of the street. The negro remained with 
the regiment! The Boston boys said he belonged to 
their regiment. The policemen said no, he was a resi¬ 
dent of Washington. At all events, he is to-day in the 
camp of the Bay State men. It is impossible to crush 
out sympathies, and all the Constitutions and army- 
orders in the world Will not make good slave-catchers 
out of Northern freemen. As a general rule, the men 
in our armies understand that this war was made 
necessary by the infamous conduct of Southern slave¬ 
holders, and they have little disposition to turn slave- 
eatchers for those very men, or any of their sympa¬ 
thizers. More than this : they desire very much to put 
an end to the cause of the war. I know that this feeling 
is very strong among our troops, though most of them 
see the difficulties in the way of forcible emancipation. 

There is a good deal of feeling against Mr. Cameron 
for his reappointment of Lieut. Emory, of Maryland, to 
his old place in the army. Remember the facts. 
Emory is a Marylander, and the day after the Baltimore 
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der, Emory made haste to tender a conditional resigna¬ 
tion. If Maryland went out of the Union, he wished to 
go with her. The War Department very properly 
struck his name from the army rolls. But now, with¬ 
out one word of explanation, the sneaking traitor is 
put hack in his old place! He got siek of his treason, 
wanted his pay, probably, became convinced that 
Maryland could not go out of the Union if she would, 
and Simon Cameron, Secretary of War, reinstates him 
in his old position! 

I hear that the Administration is a little afraid that 
the sentiment of the North is growing more favorable 
to separation and peace. In short, that the loyal States 
will not furnish men and means for the great war which 
has but just begun. Now, it is eaag to perceive that if 
the Administration is to become thoroughly corrupted 
by knavery in the distribution of contracts and places, 
and if the people get an idea that the men at the head of 
affairs are dishonest, they will hang back from furnish¬ 
ing men and money to continue the war. The men will 
have no confidence that they will not be made the prey 
of thievish contractors, and monied men will believe 
that their money, instead of helping on the war, only 
goes into the pockets of army contractors. So, if the 
Administration desires to be supported heartily by the 
people, if must he honest. 

You are aware that a good deal of noise is made over 
the fact, that Mr. Harvey, Minister to Portugal, is not 
recalled after having been proved guilty of furnishing 
the enemy with information. The Foreign Secretary 
refuses to recall Mr. Harvey, and keeps his reason to 
himself. My own opinion is, that Harvey is not guilty 
of treason, actual or implied. His friends here say that 
he got permission of Mr. Seward to send what he did 
send to Charleston, and furthermore, that he sent the 
same news to the columns of The Tribune, where it was 
published. This is the statement of some of his friends 
here, and it may be false ; hut if not, it is difficult to 
see why Harvey should be recalled. He never was an 
anti-slavery man—was scarcely a Republican—and one- 
half the members of Lincoln’s Cabinet liked him all the 
better for that. There is no reason, therefore, for cry¬ 
ing him down because he is en good terms with slavery. 
The President knew it when he appointed him to the 
office, and everybody in Washington knew it. 

The Northern men here do not at all like the report 
that one of the Rhode Island regiments has, in a very 
officious viMi'r, been arresting a»d returning fugitive 
slaves. Even according to the strict letter of the 
Fugitive Slave enactment, the work is uncalled for and 
illegal. One Northern Senator declares his purpose to 
put a bill through Congress prohibiting any negro- 
catching on the part of our army or navy. Chancing 
to overhear a street debate on this question, the other 
day, one remark struck me as forcible. It came from 
the lips of a New England Senator, and was as follows : 
“ Great heavens! is this a time, when we are waging a 
war such as we have never seen, not only to offend the 
moral sense ot the civilized world but to provoke a 
righteous God ? If our troops are going to turn negro- 
catchers, of course, God Almighty will turn them over 
to destruction! ” The Congressman may have been 
mistaken in his sequiter, hut is there not a good deal of 
point in his remark ? 

This whole matter is likely to come up for discussion 
in Congress, for the people who are carrying on this 
war do not fancy some of the orders of our Generals.
